Color Marking Discussion Continued 


HARRISON URGES 
PARTICIPATION IN SURVEY 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian WORLD: 

The procedure planned by the 
Color Marking Committee seems very 
logical because it covers an unselected 
group as well as every state in the na- 
tion. If by chance your name is not 
on the list receiving the question- 
naire this does not preclude you from 
expressing your opinion. A copy of 
the questionnaire appears in this issue 
of the WORLD and you may ans- 
swer the questions and mail it to the 
office of the National Association. 

I strongly urge every member receiv- 
ing this questionnaire to answer and 
return it promptly. 1 also urge you to 
give careful thought to the issue be- 
fore answering the questions. 

First and foremost, no one is advo- 
cating black feet or black switches, yet 
there are some who are attempting to 
confuse the issue by injecting this 
into it. Secondly, no one is being 
asked to change his color preference. 
The original rules governing color 
markings were put into force when 
the breed was young and attempts 
were made to justify them on the 
grounds that they were designed to 
encourage the breeding of cattle with 
distinctive color markings that would 
distinguish them from grades. More 
recently a phony significance has been 
attached to these restrictions. They 
are now labeled as the safeguards of 
the trademark of the breed. 

It is easy to look into the past and 
criticise the actions and judgment of 
our predecessors, but why should we 
refuse to profit by the mistakes and 
misjudgments of the past? We should, 
therefore, not be concerned about 
whether these restrictions were jus- 
tified when originally put into force, 
but we should ‘be vitally concerned 
whether these restrictions are con- 
tributing to breed progress. 

For the answer let’s look at the rec- 
ord. During the period these restric- 
tions have been in vogue the grade 
cattle, unhampered by color rules, have 
come to closely resemble purebreds 
in color pattern. They have not 
sacrificed a single profitable producer 
As breeders of reg- 
istered cattle in the same period we 
have, in our color worship, placed 
several thousand descendents of reg- 
istered parents upon this ridiculous 
sacramental color altar. What has been 
our reward? Nothing! Absolutely noth- 


because of color. 
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We have the white ones with 
one tiny black spot; the speckled ones; 
and others with intermixed black and 
white leg markings. We _ register 
them without question and I definitely 
think we should. It is, however, very 
difficult to understand how breeders 
who are registering these undesirable 
color patterns can justify crying out 
with loud voices about the necessity 
of preserving the trademark of our 
breed. 


i go

Under the pretext that we must 
preserve the trademark of the breed 
we deny registration to the individual 
where the black extends down and 
touches the hoof, a so-called color 
blemish that is frequently only dis- 
tinguishable upon extremely close ex- 
amination. We also bar from regis- 
tration the descendants of registered 
parents, regardless of the royalty of 
parenthood, any individual that lacks 
a fraction of an inch of white tail- 
bone. An amount too small in some 
cases to measure with the eye alone. 

While we deny registration to des- 
cendants of outstanding registered par- 
ents because of an unimportant varia- 
tion in color pattern we register de- 
scendants of proven inferior parents 
where color would be the only thing 
that would recommend them. We 
register every conceivable defect in 
type, crooked legs, sloping rumps, 
plain heads, pendulous udders and the 
like, not to mention the beast that is 
hardly capable of producing enough 
milk to nourish her own calf. 

This procedure has been and still 
is frequently justified by the statement 
that “we must preserve the trademark 
of the breed.” 

I will agree that a certain buyer 
might reject a particular animal be- 
cause it possessed a color pattern that 
did not meet his fancy. Personally, I 
would strongly differentiate against 
the speckled one, the white one with 
black tipped ears and the one with 
the intermixed black and white leg 
markings. This is buyer preference. 
The breeder or the buyer that prefers 
them white or even speckled has every 
right in the world to his choice. No 
logical thinking person would try to 
deny him his choice. The same 
courtesies should be extended to the 
breeder or buyer that prefers them 
dark in color. 

Buyer preference will determine 
color pattern more effectively than any 
set of rules. Removing the color 


marking restrictions from our breed 
will not result in black switches and 
black feet. Those in doubt should 
have a look at the Guernsey breed. 
They were troubled with black noses 
and red switches. There were those 
who advocated expulsion from the 
breed but a group of clear thinking 
breeders refused to fall victim to this 
scheme that would deny registration 
to descendants of registered parents. 
The breed did not become blac’. nosed 
or red switched. Just today, [ con- 
sulted one of the leading authorities 
of the Guernsey breed and he in- 
formed me that the red switch had 
practically disappeared and that there 
was a decrease in the number of black 
noses and this in spite of the fact 
that breeder objection to the black 
nose was not nearly as strong as it 
was twenty years ago. The truth is 
they are having less color difi:culties 
today than our breed and they have 
not sacrificed a single descendant of 
registered parents because of color 
pattern. Is not the lesson clear? 

I am for Black and White Holsteins 
with a minimum of color pattern re- 
strictions. I think we should have 
white in the switch, but we should not 
be required to use a ruler to determine 
whether offspring of registered parents 
can be registered. With a very few 
minor but costly exceptions thet is the 
way we are registering our Lolsteins 
today. Why all the double talk about 
the need of maintaining the trademark 
of the breed? What kind of a trademark 
is represented by an all white beast 
with a black tip on the ear? The 
same question could be asked about 
the speckled one that in color pattern 
more closely resembles the leopard 
than the color pattern of the true-type 
Holstein model. 

We need no color rules. Buyer 
preference, rules or no rules, will de- 
termine the color pattern of our breed 
in the future.

Color Marking Survey 


On another page of this issue we present a copy of 
the Survey Form which Secretary Norton is sending out to 
some 4,000 active members of the 
ciation of 


Holstein-Friesian Asso 
America. 

The names to receive this question and survey form 
are chosen by taking every fourth name on the alphabetic 
list of active members by states. This list numbers about 
17,000. 

We want to urge every breeder receiving this question- 
naire to fill it out and return promptly to Secretary Norton. 
The bigger the percentage of replies that can be tabulated 
the more accurate and valuable will be the results as a 
guide to the Roanoke Convention in its deliberations and 
action on this subject of color rules. 

Breeders who do not receive the questionnaire and 
who desire to record their own views and experiences may 
use the form from this issue or secure one by writing Sec- 
retary Norton. The aditional responses will be separately 
tabulated. 

Obviously this is a subject that breeders feel strongly 
about. We have seldom if ever had such an outpouring 
of letters on any subject as have come to us since Dr. 
Harrison threw it into the arena with his article on “Milk 
Or Switches” in our October 20, 1951 issue. Because of the 
interest we are prepared to devote continued extensive 
space to these letters so long as they contribute ideas. 

The letters seem to run fairly even in number pro 
and con. They show a considerable number of breeders 
who see great damage and handicap to the breed in years 
to come in maintaining the present color rules. They 
point to the frequent narrow margin of a few white hairs 
on legs or tail between a grand champion or a disbarred 
grade. 

The other side is supported by breeders who see great 
loss to the breed if it fails to safeguard its color “trademark” 
by retaining the present regulations. These breeders visual- 
ize soon a breed that would be dominated by black footed, 
black switched individuals and in which purebreds and 
grades would be indistinguishable. 

The first group refers to other undesirable markings 
such as, detached black spots next to the hoof and broken 
markings on the legs below the knee or hock. They have 
been in the breed for Breeders do not like 
them and as a consequence, although not debarred, they 
have neve 
much 


many years. 
become a major problem even though just as 
a “trademark” violation as a solid black leg or too 
little white on the tail. The proponents of liberalized color 
rules maintain that market demand would similarly protect 
the breed from an over dose of black in the wrong spots. 
They see nothing sacred in color rules which disbar only 
a part of the markings which might violate the so-called 
breed “trademark.” 

When the results of the survey and questionnaire are 
compiled we shall know better the extent of our problem 
and will have a fine cross section of breeder opinion as to 
the remedy. It must be remembered, however, that the 
individual opinions will have been expressed without ben- 
efit of the survey information covering the extent and 
seriousness of the problem. 

Those figures, never before assembled, will obviously 
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have a great bearing on the judgment of breeders as to the 
type of remedy required. Accordingly, we again urge every 
breeder who receives one of these questionnaires and survey 
sheets from Secretary Norton to give it prompt and careful 
attention. ‘The more complete the response the greater will 
be the value of the resulting data. 


What Of Our Show Calves? — 


Roland Ramsay, veteran Holstein breeder of Nebraska 
and keen observer of the Holstein scene, presents plenty of 
food for thought in his article on the living true type 
featured in this issue 

He raises some valid questions about our type stand- 
ards for heifer calves and yearlings. It has long been a 
matter of concern to thoughtful breeders that our winning 
heifer calves and yearlings did not have a better batting 
average as full aged cows. 

We took the time the other night to go over the rec- 
ord of the 25 All-American heifer calves that have been 
chosen since the program started in 1922 to 1949 inclusive. 
(The younger ones are still young). Of the 25, one was 
sold for export soon after the award; 14 have no produc- 
tion records reported; of the ten making production rec- 
ords the best records of three were in mature form; two 
as three-year-olds, and five as two-year-olds, (of these one 
has just finished her first lactation). Their best records 
average 628.8 Ibs. at an average age of 314 years. (Range— 
897 to 410 Ibs.) 

In the show ring, we can find records of only two of 
the group that have won grand championships in the big 
time show ring after reaching milking age. We find 
records of 5 that have been classified for type after com- 
ing into production. They included one gold medal (Can- 
ada); two V. G., one G.P. and one G. 

Taken from the other angle we can find but two out 
of the 27 All-American Aged Cows that were junior cham- 
pion winners as calves or yearlings. A big proportion 
were never shown until after reaching milking age. 

Many breeders feel that over fattening of calves and 
yearlings impairs their later development and productivity. 
Certainly many have been ruined by too much fat and too 
much fussing with udders of such yearlings whose udders 
have started filling with milk as a result. Mr. Ramsay's 
theory goes beyond that and throws doubt on the validity 


of the standards we use in the show ring for these young 


animals. Food for thought indeed. 

It could well be that our shows wouid serve a more 
useful purpose if the young female classes were eliminated 
entirely and the started with two-year-old heifers 
and carried on with dry and milking classes and various 
groups of senior females. 
many adjustments.

Such a change would involve 
No one disputes the attractiveness of 
those young classes, full of hope for the future as they 
are, even though the records do not show that the hopes 
have been too well fulfilled.

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INCOME TAX PROBLEMS 


NON-BUSINESS CASUALTY 
LOSSES 


By LEWIS P. FOX, C.P.A. 


The Revenue Act of 1951 contained 
an amendment benefiting taxpayers 
other than corporations, who have suf 
fered non-business casualty losses. A 
casualty loss is one arising from fire, 
storm, shipwreck or other casualty 


Heretofore these losses could only 
be taken to the extent of income re 
ported in the same year The amend 
ment provides for the carrying of any 
excess of such loss over income, the 
same as a net operating loss, to an 
other year For example a net oper 
ating loss for 1951 can be carried back 
to 1950 and the excess not used up on 
that vear may be carried forward, un 
til eliminated, to the five succeeding 
years. This is very beneficial to those 
tax-payers who have suffered heavy 
losses from floods. and  windstorm, 
particularly anyone whose residence 
has been destroved by flood The gen 
eral rule is that the loss must be taken 
in the year that the casualty occurs 
Any loss must be reduced by any in 
surance or other recovery. It should be 
supported by a statement attached to 
the tax-return explaining fully the na 
ture of the loss, a description of the 
loss and figures to show the cost, sub 
sequent improvements, depreciation 
and salvage value 


In order to recover taxes because ol 
the carry-back feature, it is of course 
necessary to file an amended return 
for the prior year together with a 
claim tor refund For carrving the 
unused portion of the loss forward to 

subsequent vear it is only necessary 
to attach a statement to the tax re 
turn for that subsequent year support 
ing the computation of the loss carry 
over 


The following example will show 
how the advantage of this new pro 
vision works out

or a net loss of $10,000.00 shown on 
his return Under the old law the 
taxpayer could not treat this as a net 
operating loss deduction and so the

Assuming under the new law that 
the taxpayer had a regular income-tax 
net income of $5,000.00 for 1950 the 
net operating loss deduction would

This entire discussion has had to do 
with personal non-business casualty 
losses such as a personal residence, 
automobile, etc. Casualty losses on 
property used in a trade or business 
are business losses and are deductible 
as such. 

The amount of casualty loss that 
may be deducted is the lesser amount 
determined by showing the sustained 
loss or by using the adjusted basis of 
the property The loss is based on 
values before the casualty and after 
the casualty. Generally the adjusted 
Lasis of non-business property is the 
cost of the property since no adjust- 
ment for depreciation is required. 
This may be explained as follows:

Value before Casualty $20,000.00 
Value after Casualty 16,000.00 
Loss in Value 4,000.00 
Adjusted Basis (Cost) 12,000.00 
Allowable Loss 4,000.00

Just as in the states, the women, too, 
are interested in the farming opera- 
tions. Although she does not do any 
of the barn work, Mrs. Utsunomiya 
also accompanied us while we viewed 
the herd, and I had a feeling that she 
knew a great deal about the cattle. As 
{ mentioned before, there is no farm 
labor shortage, and here again, the 
barn was whitewashed and practically 
spotless, and the cattle in top shape. 
(The outside of the barn was being 
painted red at a cost of 220,000 yen, 
or about $600. Because of the scarcity 
of paint, very few of the buildings in 
Japan are painted) The herd num- 
bers slightly over 30 head at present, 
but before 1941 it was close to fifty. 
The food shortage, during the war, 
was responsible for a good deal of ex- 
cess culling. 

As we came into the barn, the first 
four stalls were occupied by daughters 
of Carnation Governor Royal. Among 
them was the 945 lb. 2 year old, a big 
white heifer with a large but fine- 
textured udder. Next to her was a 
fresh first-calf heifer, Matador Mara- 
thon Governess Mercedes, with a 
really beautiful udder and hard to 
fault anywhere else (see picture 2). 
She has 75 Ibs. fat, 2158 Ibs. milk in 
her first month, 3X. Across the aisle, 
in a boxstall, was a mighty smooth 
black Carnation Gov. Royal daughter 
of the All-Japan champion cow. We 
tried for a picture, but because of the 
weather, our results were disappoint- 
ing. She is coming 30 months, spring- 
ing, and really nice. She was being 
fitted for the All-Hokkaido show in 
September, which had just recently 
been cancelled due to a local outbreak 
of (cattle) disease. (I might say that 
neither T.B., Bang’s, or mastitis seem 
to be a particular problem here. Most 
of the dairymen use a test and slaugh- 
ter plan, and hand milking, for main- 
taining herd health). 


In the main part of the barn, the 
first cow we saw was the black heifer’s 
dam, the All-Japan Champion and 
pride of the herd, MBB Romeo Je- 
mima (see picture). She is a big, black 
five year old, and has been scored 
Very Good. (The classification system 
is basically the same as ours). She 
was dry, but not at all thick. She has 
a wonderfully textured udder, al- 
though it lacks levelness of floor, and 
could be attached more tightly in

A PENNSYLVANIA COMMENT 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


From the discussion on color mark- 
ing, you would soon be led to think 
that the National Association is all at 
fault, yet for as long as I can remem- 
ber the National Association has tried 
to guide its members as to what a 
Holstein cow should look like. They 
have pictures and models of what the 
True Type Holstein cow should look 
like, even to scale and color markings. 

Now, if you wish to change it to in- 
clude black switches and black legs, 
then there is no reason on earth why I 
should not be able to register a calf 
with a gray spot or a brown spot from 
an outstanding cow as Dr. Harrison 
would call them. Why is a calf with a 
black switch any better than a calf 
with a gray or brown spot? 

I would suggest to the Board of Di- 
rectors of the National Association 
that they hire an artist to repaint 12 
models with all the ineligible color 
markings they have ever seen, includ- 
ing a real calf, for you all know that 
even some of these are born from 
registered Holstein parents, and place 
these models on a table in front of the 
speaker’s stand well illuminated at the 
National Convention in June, with a 
True Type model in the center of the 
repainted models, and then let the 
delegates vote on this question. I be- 
lieve this would settle it, once and for 
all. 

Probably to save the breed we 
should empower the National Associa- 
tion to pay subsidies for the next sev- 
eral years to the herds who were breed- 
ing darker cattle, to ease the mistakes 
they knew they were making. 

Would Dr. Harrison care to see all 
the stop signs on the highways re- 
moved, because a few people drive 
through them? As for Dr. Paul New- 
man and his things being old and out- 
dated, could you imagine, Dr. New- 
man, going before the Board of Di- 
rectors of Beacon Milling Company, 
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asking them to change their trade 
mark, saying it is old, out-dated and 
outlived? What else is the True Type 
model or the black and white cow but 
our trade mark. When we give this 
up, we give up the Holstein cow.

production of daughters of Brown 
Swiss DHIA proven bulls is a little 
higher than Holsteins. Rationalizing 
can be used of course on that subject. 
We wouldn't say though that Wolf! 
Wolf! was being cried when there was 
no wolf 

But it seems a little too apparent 
that there is a big hole in what he 
didn’t say. He didn’t say how he'd 
change the rules on color markings. 
Now, that wouldn't be such a big, bad 
wolf that he didn’t dare sound the 
alarm, would it? If he meant what 
Decker of N. Y. supports as a change in 
rules to say, “they can be all black, all 
white or any combination of same,” 
then he should have said so, or stated 
any other change that he’d suggest. If 
I was even in position to vote and if 
all the evidence seemed to indicate 
that long term justice to the whole 
breed could only be had by a change 
in rules, then the only change I'd want 
to vote for would be Decker’s proposal, 
as the only one with finality, dignity 
and maturity.

I only ask, in 
print, as I ask myself, if our present 
color rules don’t allow for all the 
liberality that is desirable, without go- 
ing overboard to Decker’s plan. 

Bill Reed points up the pertinent 
fact that those breeders who have sin- 
cerely believed that the breed’s wel- 
fare rested on the rules as are, have not 
created a “trivial” color problem. They 
haven’t gone to fads but stayed by the 
long term and accepted generalities 
wherein there seemed a lot of latitude 
for personal preferences 

Black cows for showing have created 
a fad, but still their advocates sound 
the warning, “Beware of fads! They'll 
throw ya!” 

At a national dairy show, where 
Glen Householder was coordinator of 
Wisconsin state herds, he told me he 
had_ brought out a nice white cow to 
see if the judges would give her a 
chance. Was color being a trivial mat- 
ter then? See what we mean? 

I have had quite a conviction, the 
same as Paul Newman voiced in the 
World, that even if the rules were 
changed, that the individual breeders 
would police themselves in line with 
public taste. That would seem like 


one of the strongest arguments for a 
change. Newman says, “Forget some 
of the technicalities of color markings.” 
Does he favor Decker’s plan? Or would 
he change the rules, just to let some 
black hairs in the tail? Or would he 
say, “Make it two inches of white on 
the tail, instead of three?” Or would 
he say, “Just let there be some white 
tail?” Would one 
be interpreted—‘‘some”’?

MR. OTTO SUGGESTS RATING 
SYSTEM 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian WORLD: 

A great historian once said, “Ideals 
may not be achieved, but their pursuit 
determines history.” I would add 
“Breed History.” 

Can we afford to junk our “Breed 
Ideals” one by one? 

What if next Sunday your church 
announced that it would accept into 
full membership all who would prom- 
ise to keep any 7 of the 10 command- 
ments they liked but they could do 
as they pleased about the other 3? And 
if, member met St. Peter at the Gate 
and announced that hé was a top 
notch liar, thief and adulterer, but 
had kept the other 7 commandments 
O. *K., was a member in good stand- 
ing in the church and wanted in — 
den’t you think St. Peter would tell 
him he couldn’t reach his goal by 
coming 7/10ths of the way, that he 
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would have to go back, get a real in- 
jection of good moral and spiritual 
blood (available) to clear up his de- 
fects and then, if he came clean All 
the Way, he would be welcomed thru 
the Gates into the Great City? 

Let's have faith enough in our breed 
to exalt its ideals — not smear them. 

The Holstein breed does not need 
to drag its colors in the dirt. 

It is not a pauper breed. It has 
abundant desirable seed stock to cor- 
rect any defects. 

If some of our folks have gotten off 
the main road a bit, let’s not all wind 
up forever in the same dead end. 
Let’s all get back on the right road, 
keep going in the right direction 
toward new horizons. We'll all fare 
better that way, even financially. 

After all, the great majority of Hol- 
steins (3 million plus) are within the 
rules and have built up a color equity 
that should not be compromised. 

Good grades also command respect. 
Down here (in the Garden Spot of the 
World) one sold recently for over 
$800. Perhaps debatable registration 
papers would not have helped the 
sale. 

Holstein Munichs, Yaltas and Koreas 
will not bring Breed Progress nor can 
we correct our color troubles entirely 
by “trying to take it out on the 
calves” by not registering them. If 
we provide the right seed stock, the 
calves will be all right. So, why not 
Selective Registration for Color? It 
can be done in the Brattleboro office 
with no field expense. It can be ap- 
plied to every registration that quali- 
fies and so help breeders to select 
color inheritance suited to their needs. 

While I would not pretend to have 
a perfect set up ready (before mail 
time) I would suggest the following as 
a start. 

1. Any animal meeting all the fol- 
lowing minimum color requirements 
shall be classified “Superior Color” 
(S. C.). 

a. White mark on forehead (or 
face) 

b. All white 

hocks 

. All white lower 1/3 tail 

. All white belly 

. All white udder, teats, scrotum 

. Solid colors only; mixed colors 
barred, no grey, red-white,, 
brown white; no speckled, 
mottled, jagged or irregular 
patterns that detract from a 
good general appearance. 

g. Not over 75% of total skin 

area either black or white 
2. 75 to 90% white designates S.C. 
75-90%, W 
75 to 90% black designates S. C. 
75-90% 
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below knees and 


90% + white designate S. C. 
90% + W 
90% + black designate S. C. 
90% + B 

(I may be “out of gas” on this last 
one) 

These designations to be stamped 
on each registration paper for ani- 
mals that qualify including registra- 
tion papers sent in for this purpose 
(ditto for type classification). 

If this information is available to 
breeders generally thru the various 
records of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation, thru pedigrees, registration 
papers, etc. it ought not be too hard 
to keep out of color trouble or to get 
out if in. I wish type and production 
problems could be solved as easily.

SUGGESTS PLEBISCITE 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian WORLD: 

Like Mr. Hinckley, I too had no 
intention of monopolizing this forum, 
but his article finds me so far off the 
path of the “right thinkers” that I am 
unable to determine what his concep 
tion of the purpose of registration is 
without first having him answer a few 
questions for me. 

. Mr. Hinckley, you emphasized 
quite strongly in your article that milk 
and meat production is all the breed 
identity you need, and inferred that 
size, vigor and production are the only 
things to consider in registering these 
cattle, assuming that the rules have 
been revised so you are able to have 
them registered. For the sake of con- 
sistency and also in a spirit of fairness 
to those of us whose arguments you 
consider to be “unrealistic” and “down- 
right stupid,” will you please explain 
to us which of those three things you 
have improved, merely by having a 
registration paper made out for it over 
and above what it would be if this 
animal were to remain a grade? If 
this isn’t possible, then perhaps you 
can tell us some other logical reason 
for wanting to register these animals 
that would be consistent with the 
article you wrote in regard to it. 

I believe that if the purebred indus- 
try is to continue to exist as such, a 
certain amount of factors in addition 
to milk production (not in place of 
it) are necessary to maintain the iden- 
tity of the breed. With this in mind, 
several excellent arguments both for 
and against revising the color rules 
have been advanced. Which side is 
the more nearly correct, for the pres- 
ent at least I don’t profess to know, 
but it certainly isn’t as simple as it 
appears on the surface or as one-sided

SUGGESTS SCIENTIFIC STUDY 
BE MADE 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian WORLD: 

You are performing a valuable ser- 
vice by giving space to the highly im 
portant discussions on color markings 
of Holstein cattle. 

I have been very much interested 
and at times amused at the arguments 
pro and con on this question. Up to 
now I have sought in vain in the cor 
respondence for real substantial evi 
dence of a scientific nature bearing on 
the question. To what extent are 
color markings of the kind being dis 
cussed inherited? Is there available 
any conclusive evidence as to the he 
reditary nature of black switches or 
black-extending-to-the hoof, etc. If 
there is not, it would seem highly de 
sirable that such information be ob 
tained. Until we have something more 
substantial than the opinions of a few 
breeders who even in a long life time 
can have only a limited series of cases 
in point, we shall be unable to move 
in any direction with complete con 
fidence. 

To the end that a constructive step 
may be considered may I suggest Sir, 
that the following plan be reviewed 
namely, that all of the offspring of 
registered parents be registered for a 
given number of years, say twenty, and 
at the end of that time an analysis be 
made of the results as they bear upon 
this and other questions respecting the 
transmittability of color and color 
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markings. If a study of the magnitude 
suggested is made we shall be in pos- 
session of adequate data upon which to 
initiate intelligent action. 

The present rule respecting the dis- 
tribution of color that bars registry 
seems to have been arbitrary or to 
have been based upon questionable or 
Since we are living 
in an era of science, let it be our guide

Let 
us know the truth. When we know 
the answers to the questions about the

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portunity to see the daughters of 
Man O’ War Combine who have stood 
up remarkably well over the years. 
There are still nine daughters in the 
berd all of which except one have 
been classified Very Good or Excellent. 
Present herd sire includes Man OQ’ 
War Dutchmaster, a son of Dunloggin 
Dutchmaster and Skokie Prince Fobes 
a son of Dunloggin Lochinvar Prince. 
Mr. Halbach who is one of the of- 
ficial inspectors for the Holstein Asso- 
ciation gave the boys much interest- 
ing information regarding the herd 
and its management. 

At noon the boys enjoyed a de- 
iicious dinner at the Burlington Hotel 
as guests of Lee Barney of the Barney 
& Phipps organization, after which 
they drove out to see the herd. Tim 
and Roy Phipps were on hand to show 
the herd to them. One of the main 
herd sires is Imperial Man O’ War, 
whose offspring have done very well 
on the show circuit the last two years. 
The boys liked the eight-year-old Ex- 
cellent cow, Amery Lassie Ormsby 
Emperor who has a 661 pounds of fat 
record. One of the older Ormsby 
cows in the herd, Tilfa Man O” War 
Ollie has over 100,000 pounds of milk 
and is now twelve years old. Junior 
herd sires in the herd include Carna- 
tion King Maker, a son of Hall Rose 
Progressor and Man O’ War Mooie 
Hengerveld. 

The next stop was at Walworth 
County Asylum near Elkhorn. Gene 
Fleming, president of Walworth Coun- 
ty Association and director of Wiscon- 
sin State Association, knows the herd 
from A to Z, and did a splendid job 
of giving the boys information in re- 
gard to it. It is a large herd and for 
five years has averaged over 500 pounds 
of fat. One of the highest rated cows 
in the herd is Walco Farms Queen 
Tritomia Belmont, an eleven-year-old 
Excellent cow with 1000 pounds of 
fat who has three daughters in the 
herd, two of which have over 800 
pounds of fat. Included in the herd 
are some nice daughters of Governor 
Dawn Actor and Governor Dawn 
Arthur. One of the main herd sires 
is Walco Farm Dawn Belmont Tri- 
tomia, a very large three-year-old who 
has won very well on the show cir- 
cuit. 

On the return home the boys 
stopped to see the Allen Hetts herd. 
Allen is chairman of the Wisconsin 
Junior Committee and President of 
the Jefferson County Association. His 
Man O’ War Commander bull drew 
much praise from the boys and was 
first at both the Dairy Cattle Congress 
and International Dairy Exposition. 
His dam, the Gloria cow, has made 
a fine recovery from her serious ill- 
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ness and has grown and developed 
considerable, since she was All-Amer- 
ican three-year-old in 1949. The sec- 
ond prize two-year-old at Waterloo is 
also a lovely heifer which attracted 
the admiration of the boys. 

On Saturday morning after having 
breakfast with Della Loui, the well- 
known Wisconsin representative of 
the Prairie Farmer, a visit was made 
to University of Wisconsin where 
Ernie Zehner outlined the University 
Breeding Program. The herd is large- 
ly made up of the Colony Hazelwood 
breeding. He told the boys that the 
University herd was used first for Re- 
search, second for Instruction, third 
Breeding Stock so that it has to per- 
form a triple role. From there he 
escorted the group to the Southern 
Wisconsin Breeding Ring where a 
very modern barn houses the bulls. 
The group is largely made up of the 
Homestead and Burke bloodlines with 
several bulls available from each fam- 
ily group. 

At noon the boys had the oppor- 
tunity to meet and visit with Presi- 
dent Stassen of University of Penn- 
sylvania, who was in Madison for the 
football game. They also met Wilbur 
Renk, one of University Regents, who 
is developing a fine Holstein herd on 
the Renk farm near Sun Prairie. In 
the P. M. they enjoyed attending the 
Wisconsin-Pennsylvania football game 
which was an interesting climax to the 
four-day trip before returning to their 
homes that evening. 


MILK CONSUMPTION 

An interesting report from Stewart 
Johnson of the Department of Agri- 
cultural Economics at University of 
Connecticut covers figures on fluid 
milk consumption in that state. Com- 
paring the 1951 figures with the year 
1940 as a base, we find total Class I 
sales up 49.4%. During that period 
population using purchased milk has 
increased by 22% and the per capita 
consumption has increased from .69 
pints daily to .84 pints daily, or 21.7%. 

High point in per capita consump- 
tion came in the year 1945, when it 
was .97 pints daily. Mr. Johnson 
makes the observation that his figures 
indicate that a 10% change in the 
price of milk (other things remaining 
constant) caused milk consumption to 
change 4% in the opposite direction. 
Also a 10% change in consumer in- 
comes (other things remaining con- 
stant) caused milk consumption to 
change 3% in the same direction.
